In vkw of the fact that the law provided for <!ianoellation of a loan of a 
stud^t borrower inducted under the Selective Training and Service Act 
of I9tt before comjdetion of his course, it is interwiting to note that only 
(30 students were thus inducted during Uie first year of fhe program.

Studen^ar Loan became available to Mm. Prom the Student War 
J^ns Program he borrowed an additional during the year 1042^ 
Therefore, the amount of money available for the expenses of the 
avera^ Stud^t War Loans borrower was $682, of which 39 peroent 
from the Student War Loans Progrmn. 

It mil ^ recalled that the law creating the Student War Loans Prdi^ 
provided for the cancellation of loans to students who, *%efbi« eom^MI^ 
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(heir course*, are ordered into military servi(» tluring the present wars 
under the Selective Trmning and Service Act of 1940, as amended, or 
who suffer total and permanent disability or deatb.” Only 287 students 
have had their obligations canceled under this provision. 268 of this group 
had their obligations canceled by reason of being inducted under' the 
Selective Training and Service Act while 29 have 4ad their obligations 
^ canceled by reason of death, either while on active duty, from accident, or 
normal causes. These loans represent an amount of 197,843:31, which is 
only 2 percent of the total amount loaned to students. 

The advanced nature of the educational programs carried on by the 
Student War Loans borrowers in large measure insured that under the 
K'gulations of the War Manpower Comminion and the Selective Service 
(hey would normally be permitted to complete their courses. A large 
number of students, however, chose to enter the armed foro^ by vol- 
untary enlistment, by virtue of being members of the RMerve, or by 
virtue of enlisting in the ReaervM subject to later call. The records of the* 
Office of ^ucatiqn show that throu^ March 31, 1946, 6,841 students 
or 60 percent of the total of 11,081 have served in the militar>' or naval 
44orces during the recent war. 

The Student War Loans borrowere have in general met their obligations 
promptly. The Office of Education reports for the quarter ^ding March 
31, 1946, indicate that a total of 1,667 students had paid their loans in full 
and had thus extinguished their obligations. The amount of money repaid 
by these students was 1384,097.90. 

Table V shows a summary of the present status pf the Student War 
Loans fuxtds. 


Several more ymus must elapse before all the loaps are repaid i^oe 
many students are still on active duty and may not return to civilian life 
for several jeare. It will be re<alled that students have the repayments on 
their lows deferred during the period of ndlitvy service. A small staff is 
being main t ai ned by the U. 8. Office of Education for the purpose of 
reoehrbig ootleetioaa and servieing these loans. '

CONTR«UnON OF THE WIOGRAM 

The program hu madeV oontributicm to the Nation at war. Inetitu. 
tion^ representatives have often testis to ita vahe, and manv itadente 
who have been benefited by It have written to the U. S. Office of EdwSation 
in appreciation of the help the loans have been to tiiem. These (xmtribu- 
tions have been especUIly significant in medicine and dentistiy. where 
expeiaea of education to students are relatively high. 

Xhe coverage of the program is indicated by the relation of the number 
of students receiving loans in the respective fields to the total number of 
studente gr^uating in ^h field. The percents of borrowem to graduates 
were: v^rmary medicine, 36; medicine, 34; (kntistry, 32; phyri<» 14 - 
engineeiing, 13; pharmacy, 12; and chemktiy, 8. 

The men who were aided by this program, more than 11,000 of them, 
wre m a portion where the amount of time saved by the aooefeiation of 
their edu»tionsl programs sent them into the fervice of their country 
wIiOT and ^ter prepared, and with a quality oi monde that is generated 
^ tto satisfaction of having a job omnpleted witiiout interruption. 
Rirthennore, these men, by virtue of their completed training, were saved 
for postwar civilian services in the fields for which thfey had besun 
preparation. *
